Late this afternoon The G ettys­ 
burg Times was informed through 
an Associated Press dispatch that 
the Board of Education of the 
United 
Lutheran 
Church 
in 
America, in session at W ashing­ 
ton, is considering the proposed 
merger of Hartwick seminary, at 
Brooklyn, Mt. Airy, at Philadel­ 
phia, and the local seminary. 
No 
mention was made of where the 
merged seminary would tie located. 


Favorable sen tim en t on a plan to 
m erge L u th eran theological sem i­ 
naries was expressed at th e clewing 
session of the an n u a l conference of 
L utheran theological sem inary pres­ 
idents and professors a t Mf. Airy 
sem inary, P hiladelphia. W ednesday, 
but a num ber of th e delegates ex­ 
pressed the opinion th a t th is is not 
the opportune tim e to proceed with 
such a m erger. 
A projected m erger of th e sem i­ 
nary a t Selinsgrove w ith G ettys­ 
burg’s theological sem inary has been 
contem plated 
for some tim e and 
w ith the suspension of classes at 
th e 
Selinsgrove 
in stitution 
this 
year, m ost of th e stu d en ts from th a t 
school are expected to atten d the 
local sem inary in the fall, although 
no form al m erger of th e two sem i­ 
naries has been announced. 
The Rev Dr N J Gould Wickey, 
executive secretary of th e board of 
education of th e church, reported 
on conferences he has been holding 
on the proposal to m erge various 
sem inaries. 
T h e first such m erger 
to be accom plished will be th a t of 
N orthw estern 
sem inary, 
M inneap­ 
olis, w ith the sem inary in Chicago— 
to be effected before autum n. 
Scholarship Rule Criticized

Washington, June 29 (AP)—Tes­ 
tifying th a t sale of 
stocks 
at the 
end of the tax year was "sort of an 
annual 
custom" Otto H. 
Kahn, 
senior partner of Kuhn, Loeb and 
company, recommended to senate 
investigators 
today 
repeal of the 
capital gains clause of the tax law. 
Kahn soid the clause made the 
government "gamble'* on the pros­ 
perity of the nation and caused the 
market to be depressed at the end 
of the year. 
Kahn told the investigators that 
he sold stocks to members of his 
family at the end of 1930 as well as 
other years. 
He 
testified to this 
after telling that securities he sold 
in December. 1930 were reacquired 
from his daughter 
three 
months 
later so the exchange was dated the 
following day. 
Kahn said the stocks were sold 
at a loss or $117,000 which he de­ 
ducted In making out his income 
tax return. 
Government 
agents 
contended 
the stocks were bought back in less 
than 30 days therefore was not de- 
ductable. 
In a prepared statem ent Kahn 
said he ombtained similar stocks 
from his daughter, Maude E. Mar­ 
riott, in March 1931 but the ex­

1930, on the advise of attorneys.

Prussia from the rest of Germany). 
In political circles the belief was 
expressed that the president, who 
elevated Hitler to the chancellor­ 
ship but at the same time sought 
to curb him by creating a cabinet 
with a nationalist majority, is hesi­ 
tating over signing Doctor Hugen- 
bergs’ discharge. 
Wants To Know Naris’ Plans 
Although wielding great powers, 
Hitler still is technically responisble 
to the aged war chieftain. 
It was

circles 
the 
president wants to know who is to 
succeed Doctor Hugenberg and the 
exact future program of Hitler and 
his nazi party. 
Doctor Hugenberg, who aided H it­ 
ler in his rise to power, held not 
only the ministries of agriculture 
and economics in the cabinet but 
was Prussian commissioner for agri­ 
culture and for trade, economics 
and labor and was Reich's commis­ 
sioner for East Prussian relief. 
The nazi press bureau said his na­ 
tionalist party was dissolved volun­ 
tarily, in contrast with the com-' 
munists and staatspartei. and that 
its deputies would be affiliated with 
the nazis.

fish, the depart­ 
ment of revenue today warned fish­ 
ermen, The license itself is the only 
accepted legal evidnce of compli­ 
ance with the law, secretary Leon D.

The department has been in­ 
formed that some justices of the 
peace in accepting applications and 
fees for fishing licenses are issuing 
receipts to the applicants who as­ 
sume that the receipts are valid for 
fishing until the actual license is re­ 
ceived from the county treasurers.

Organized baseball, over a naif 
century of existence or more, has 
been slow to make any radical 
changes in its conduct of the na- J 
tional sport, but it has been through 
major upheavals before and it may 
go through another one, if condi­ 
tions do not take a distinct turn for 
the better by the close of the 1933 
campaign. 
It is no secret whatever that a 
majority of the big league clubs are 
•'n the red" for the second consecu­ 
tive year, despite sweping econo­ 
mies, the reduction of player limits, 
the move of a number of clubs Uke 
St. Louis, Cincinnati and Bostoin in 
the National league toward estab­ 
lished bargain double-headers, and 
the steps taken in both major cir­ 
cuits to strengthen second-division 
outfits. 
Major league club owners still feel 
they are offering more for the sport­ 
ing follower's money, at 50 cents or 
a dollar, than any other professional 
sport, but the fact is that the cus­ 
tomers are staying away from the 
games through the week in very 
large numbers, indeed, meanwhile 
taking advantage of the double bills 
on Saturdays, Sundays and holi­ 
days. 
This presents the combined prob­ 
lem, (I) of making a radical change 
In the schedules for 1934, with the 
double-header idea dominant, and 
(2) necessitating a possible rescal­ 
ing of prices. 
In other words, the current ten­ 
dency to offer the fans more for 
their money with synthetic double­ 
headers has the effect of making 
them feel a single game is not worth 
the same price.

two weeks’ sum mer m eeting of the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancem ent of Science. 
Doctor Pieron has succeeded in 
isolating 
hypnotoxin 
from - 
the 
brains and spinal fluids of anim als 
after they have gone for some tim e 
without sleep. 
It apparently ac­ 
cum ulates in the brain as a result 
of lack of sleep. 
Proves Qualities 
The qualities of hypnotoxin as a 
sleep producer were proved by Doc­ 
tor Pieron by injecting some of it 
into both sleepy anim als and a n i­ 
mals th a t had just awakened from 
a sound, refreshing sleep. Both the 
sleepy and wide 
awake 
anim als, 
when given the hypnotoxin, were 
made sleepy at once. 
hTe anim als 
th a t were already 
sleepy 
became 
more so. 
Hypnotoxin 
seemingly 
accum u­ 
lates in the brain as a result of the 
brain’s activity. Doctor Pieron ex­ 
plained. 
Staying awakee after be­ 
coming sleepy, one accum ulates the 
hypnotoxin 
in 
his 
brain 
cells. 
Finally a surplus collects and 
it 
oozes out into the fluid in the spine. 
The hypnotoxin has a degenerat­ 
ing effect on the brain cells, he 
went on, but this is only tem porary 
as far as can be determ ined. W hen 
a sleepy animal, with his brain full 
of hypnotoxin. is allowed to sleep, 
the 
hypnotoxin 
disappears. 
Ap­ 
parently it is oxidized or “burned 
up” during the process of sleep 
Doctor Pieron is a psychologist 


and spoke before 
the 
association 
during the last week on m easuring 
a person’s “reaction time,” the time 
required for a 
stim ulus 
received 
somewhere on the body to register 
in the brain. 
Monday 
the 
association opened 
tile second week of its twelve-day 
summer session here, probably one 
of the largest gatherings of scien­ 
tists ever held. 
During the first week the “pure” 
sciences were stressed on the pro­ 
gram, while the second week will be 
devoted to the applied sciences.

Seeks Woman’s

Building Pennsylvania

Broad trails blazed through rug­ 
ged hills by thundering herds of 
buflalo, transform ed by the magic 
of the white m an Into m odem a r­ 
teries of commerce, hailed the birth 
of Pennsylvania’s industry. 
W here thse m ighty beasts with 
lowered head fled before the west­ 
ward rush of the pioneers. 
Indians 
mapped the first trad e routes and 
th e bloody struggle for possession 
of the continent began. 
Today 
Pennsylvania 
boasts 
of 
miles upon miles of bustling high­ 
ways and prepares to take over the 
last of its 
obscure roads, tmong 
them vanishing turnpikes, famed in 
song and story. 
Long before the pale face strug­ 
gled west to build an empire, the 
red m an found traces of the buffalo 
from the headw aters of the Poto­ 
mac and the Yougioheny. 
T hrer Broad Trails 
There 
were three 
broad trails. 
One of these today is paralleled by

New 
York 
C entral 
railroad 
through New York state.

agreed to send their furs and pelts 
through Pennsylvania to the P h ila­ 
delphia m arket, instead of through 
Virginia. 
W eiser faced the problem of find­ 
ing a route over which to carry the 
pelts to H arris Ferry, now H arris­ 
burg. From 
H arrisburg the 
pelts 
could be moved by road to P h ila­ 
delphia. 
W eiser was quick to find a route 
An old 
Indian trail 
stretched 
from th e w estern end of the ford 
across 
th e 
lazy 
Susquehanna 
at 
H arris Perry to the junction of the 
M onongahela 
and the 
Allegheny 
rivers, where today Pittsburgh* sky­ 
line mocks surrounding hills. 
Starting from the west bank of 
the Susquehanna, tills trail wound 
up the Cum berland valley to a point 
near Carlisle. There it veered 
to 
take its first and highest 
grade 
across First m ountain at S terrett^ 
G ap into w hat is now Perry county. 
From there the trail stretched at 
a grade through a series of gaps in 
the Allegheny m ountains, the only 
gaps in th e range, to the site of 
Bedford. 
From Bedford it 
ran 
a 
course th a t now* forms the Lincoln 
highway into Pittsburgh. 
Covered Wagon, Pack Horse 
Over this road moved the pelt 
traders, over this road rumbled the 
covered wagon and the pack horse; 
along this route men built the great 
Pennsylvania canal system, and the 
railroads. 
Today 
long strings 
of 
m otor cars use the same avenue and 
airplanes 
trace 
a 
parallel

It is interesting to note that H ar­ 
ris Perry,

It is p art of a re ­ 
port on an index he is form ulating 
for predicting the success or failure 
of m arriage. 
Analyzes Bac kgrounds 
W ith Prof. E. W. Burgess, also of 
th e University of Chicago, Dr. C ot­ 
trell 
has 
analyzed 
the 
cultural 
backgrounds and 
personalities 
of 
526 m arried couples and com pared 
them with the degree of happiness 
they have attained as 
rated 
by 
them selves and acquaintances. 
Using these findings as a basis 
and giving each factor a standing 
according to 
its 
im portance, 
Dr. 
C ottrell has compiled a schedule of 
questions bearing on the probabili­ 
ties of successful m arriage ad ju st­ 
ments. 
M any 
prospective 
brides 
and 
bridegrooms have sought the tests. 
he said, but results have not yet 
been sufficient for announcem ent. 
From the indices applied to the 
526 couples, Dr. Cottrell drew these 
conclusions, among others: 
If th e parents are dead, th e m a r­ 
ried couple has a better chance of 
living the good, harm onious V»f<*. 
If the bridegroom’s 
m other 
is 
dead, the odds are overwhelmingly 
in favor of it. 
If the bride's father is not living, 
chances axe still good. 
“Father Know* Best” 
F ather, not mother,

If he sanctions 
the proposed marriage, it is m ore 
likely to be a happy one; if he 
frowns on it, the union m ay be a 
“flop."

For Recovery Under U. S. Aid

Tulsa, Okla. (AP)—Heavy losses 
were

branches of the petroleum industry 
in the first half of 1933, but its close 
has inspired hope that improvement 
will mark the remaining six months. 
Part of the conviction that there 
are better times ahead came from a 
belief that government supervision 
under the recovery act will prove 
beneficial, and part from doubt that 
a combination of blows such as 
those of the recent past will strike 
th , industiy again soon. 
Industry’s Troubles Many 
Weathering the first half of 1933 
J^ivas regarded by many executives as 
a real achievement. 
Values were destroyed by 
over­ 
production of both 
crude oil and 
derivatives that left prices at panic 
levels and staggered balance sheets. 
First quarter reports of nearly all 
companies were in the red. 
Mid-continent crude 
oil 
prices 
which averaged from 75 to 90 cents 
a barrel the first half 
of 
1932, 
dropped to 25 cents and less in 1933 
and stayed there for months. 
U. S. motor grades 
of 
gasoline 
moved between 3 and 4*4 cents a 
gallon the greater part of last year, 
but clung determinedly to the 2-cent 
level this year until the middle of 
June. Natural gasoline at I cent a 
gallon was approximately half the 
1932 range, and kerosene, furnace 
oil, gas oil and fuel oil moved down­ 
ward in .sympathy.

Battles Tibetans In War Over 
Village, Prize In 200- 
year-old Dispute.

Shanghai (AP*. — A 200-year-old 
boundary dispute 
between 
China 
and Tibet again has flared into 
active warfare, marked by renewed 
slaughter and the laying waste of 
productive country. 
The battle prize in this long dis­ 
pute is Batang. a Chinese-Tibetan 
village hidden in the mountains of 
extreme 
West China, some 3,500 
miles west of Shanghai. 
British Once Took Hand 
As the maps show it today Ba­ 
tang is in the Chinese province of 
Szechuan. The T itia n s 
for 200 
years have been saying it is a part 
of Tibet. The present warfare is 
an outgrowth of an attempted set­ 
tlement of the dispute in 1918 when 
officials of the British government 
took a hand in negotiations that 
put Batang into Szcehuan. Tibet­ 
ans say it must be a part of Tibet. 
The trouble lias caused the clos­ 
ing of an American mission station 
in Batang and the departure of M. 
H. Duncan, his wife and three chil­ 
dren for their home in Fast Liberty, 
Ohio. 
For the past ll years Duncan has 
represented the Disciples of Christ 
mission, a branch of the United 
Christian Missionary society, 
Fimily Hid In Dugout 
When the Batang fighting start­ 
ed a few months ago with an on­

of Asia they fired on the mission 
station and hospital, virtually de­ 
stroyed the place and forced the 
Duncans to live In a dugout for a 
month before they were allowed an 
opportunity to escape.

Local Dealer Believes Rise In 
Cotton And Rubber Mean 
Added Rise. 


"Since 
1926 the trend of tire 
prices has been steadily downward 
and they are still 55 per cent below 
the point at which they were nine 
years ago, even with the two recent 
Increases this year," said Arthur 
Phiel, local Goodyear dealer. 
•‘But with the upward movement 
of general commodity prices, raw 
material 
prices, especially 
cotton 
and crude rubber which have shown 
sharp increases since April, sires 
may go higher. 
"At any rate, tire prices are about 
at the same level as they were a 
year ago, and my advice to those

Meanwhile, m achine tool m anu­ 
facturing centers, usually among the 
last to feel the invigorating effects
